ianting from 9 1-3 to 10 cents per pound. 


Ti> what way did the Republican tariff benefit the Ne- 


vada producers, we would like to ask? In the spring sales 
of the present year, the average price per pound was 12 1-2 
cents for our home wools. Here again, we would like to 
ask where the tariff of eleven cents materially strength- 
ened the prices for our home producers; when as a mat- 
ter of fact that tariff acts as a barrier to foreign competi- 
tion by the wools of the world. 


In the Introduction of the famous shoddy bill, Grosve- 


nor of Ohio struck the keynote, which, regardless of tariff, 
would have placed wool upon a footing whereby It would 
command a price far above those which we have just quot- 
ed. 
The bill known as the "Shoddy Bill" was in sub- 


stance, one to compel all manufacturers 
and so-called 


woolen mills to label and stamp all cloth as to the exact 
percentage of wool in Its texture. 
This would 
have 


brought about a revolution in cloth manufacturing in the 
United States, and would afford to the consumer of woolen 
garments, a guarantee as to the cloth which he purchased. 
On the other hand, it would have compelled the manufac- 
turer to use wool and not cotton or shoddy in the cloth 
•which he labeled "wool." 


Upon the introduction of the shoddy bill, the woolen 


mills of the United States combined in solid forces against 
its passage and a Republican Congress sent the bill to an 
awful defeat, while the Democrats of that body stood, 
almost to a man, in Its favor. 


Now wool growing is one of the industries of Nevada

NE of the beauties of the Dingley tariff law has been 
revealed by the coal f amine.Up to the time that It was 


enacted coal had been admitted free of duty. 
The coal 


magnates secured the insertion of a clause imposing a 
duty of 67 cents a ton on all coal containing less than 92 
per cent of fixed carbon. While hard coal is produced in 
other parts of the world none of it contains that amount 
of carbon. It would not be imported in quantities large 
enough to affect the domestic industry. The tariff is not 
needed in ordinary times. In times like th° 
present, 


caused by the late coal miners' strike sufficient coal can- 
not be procured and supplies must be purchased 
from 


abroad, the tariff Is a burden with no corresponding ad- 
vantages. The treP.sury does not need the money paid in 
duties and the coal barons do not need protection of this 
•ort. The consumers of coal pay an extra price of 67 
cents per ton because the coal trust for some purpose of 
its own had the tariff fixed. 


The object of the coal trust in having this duty im- 


posed was to keep out foreign coal and give them a mon- 
opoly of the domestic market. 
The Republican party

J. H. Jenkins, vice-president and 


general manager of the Mizpah Exten- 
sion Mining Company, and formerly 
general managei*for the Tonopah Min- 
Ing Company, during which time seven 
million dollars was produced from this 
property, arrived In Reno last even- 
ing from Tonopah, where he went to 
inspect his property. 
He will spend 


today In this city and will visit San 
Francisco, returning 
to his home in 


Philadelphia via the southern route. 


Mr. Jenkins had the following en-
